A jrear ago this month the gceat American 
Bumtner exodtu was getting under way. 
President Truman was spending a sultry Sat- 
urday alternoon baclc home In Missouri. 
Since the end of World war IV-We had been 
living In an atomic age, and If anybody was 
. thinking about war at the moment, It probab* 
I7 was In terms of push-buttons and swift 
retaliation by air. 

That afternoon — ft was Just before Sunday 
dawn in the Far East — a war began on Ko- 
rea's 38th parallel. Nobodjr here exactly called 
it a war. There were no puah-buttons, either, 
and no swift I'etall&tlon. 

When we got Into it, alone at first but al- 
most Immedlatelj* under the United Nations 
flag, nobody was quite sure where we were 
going. The Idea seemed to be to push the 
communist invaders of South Korea back to 
the 36th parallel. 

Six months after the strange war-that- 
WM-not-B-war started. It began to look at' 
most as U.ve wbto not going anywhere. We 
had atoiost been pushed off the Korean 
peninsula; we had recovered and moved deep 
Into North Korea, far beyond the arbitrary 
seth parallel; and we had been shoved back 
again while green troops talked about "bug- 
ging out." 

Now we bare recovered acaln. Over ridged 
and rice fields Uttered with dead Chinese 
comtnunlsts, we have forged our way back up 
the peninsula to a curving line that Is mostly 
north of the 38th. Our troops are. no longer 
green, and morale Is high. 

We have taken a terrible toU of North Ko- 
rean reds and -the Chinese communists who 
Joined them. But we have paid heavily, too. 
After a year of fighting, our casualties, the 
number of men, ships and planes In combat, 
and the cost In dollars are greater 
first year of war agaltut Japan. 

But In that war, our policy was clear; there 
Was no doubt where we were going. 

In till" one, even our immediate victory 
aeems indecisive. We are talking about peaces 
— uudoualy. In fact. ITiere are reports that- 
Russla Is talking about it, too, but nobody 
knows how seriously. Meantime, there are 
plenty more red Chinese In North Korea, stlU 
more across the 7aln river In Manchuria. Ap- 
parently they are no less willing to die \3\vi 
the divisions already hit by U. N. forces. 

Meantime, there have been long, drawn- 
out hearings in Washington. There seems to 
be less talk about tomorrow than about yes- 
terday, not only In Korea but In the whole 
Far East 

Where do we go from here? 

After a whole year, we have buUt up our 
defenses, taken ships and planes out of moth- 
balls, put new men In uniform — but we have 
nothing that looks like a. policy for Korea, 
which Is where the fighting Is going on. 
— ^t-seams-hlBh-t].me-the-adminlBtratlon-snd- 
eongresi got together and made a decblon. 
Hie way It shapes up at the moment. If peace 
wer* to come in Korea tomorrow, we wouldn't 
know what to do about that, either.

Of course It's no lecrat that employes are 
. being added to the federal. payroll at the rate 
. ol 1,BOO dally. And it's a safe bet the admin- 
istration vlU keep adding as many as poulble 
between now and election ^ay. - 

But It's not until you get to digging around 
Into such things as civil service, political pat- 
lonaele, and the like that the power of thU 
vast political machine becomes tpparent. . 

We'll have to adnult that not every federal 
employe votes Democratic, or for whatever 
party that happens to bo in power. But it's, 
only logical that would be the natural tend- 
, oncy. Many of them would fear the diaturb- 
' . ances and changes that might result under 
' a new administration. 

Just how many employes do we have on 
the government payroll? 

As of April, there were 3,408,700, divided 
among the various agencies as follows: De- 
fense, 1,000,000; post office, 490,000; veter- 
ans, .190,000; other departments and agen- 
cies, 600,000 upward. To these figures must 
be added the 45.000 who have been plactd or^ 
UncA Sam's payroll monthly since April. 

About 360,000 are employed at Washington 
alonel 

Just to get a better Idea of how this polit- 
ical influence Is distributed, here are the to- 
tals of those employed In several key states, 
with the probability that they and their fam- 
ilies are vympathetlo to the I}emoc9tlo ad- 
ministration: 

CallfortiU, 919,000; Illinois, 100,000; Indi- 
ana, 36,000; Maryland, 43,000; Massachu- 
Mtts, - 56,000; Michigan, 4S,000; ' Missouri, 
. 80,000; NawjBraay,47,0Ofc New York, 175,000;
